New York, March 14.—The wage 
reductions proposed /for unskilled 


labor by the various railroads in 


the it Drobably will be rejected by 
the workers, a canvass of officials 
of the interested union organiza- 
tions indicated here tonight. 

The first official announcement 
of the refusal of the reductions is 
expected tomorrew, when represen- 
tatives of the workers will meet in 
conference with officiais of the 
New York Central and reply to 
that road's proposal to cut wages 
from 171-2 to 21 per cent. 

While no official statements were 
made by union leaders it was 
learned that the various organiza- 
tions have been holding conferen- 
ces here during the last few days 
and all have virtually agreed to‘de- 
let the 
whole matter go to the railroad Ja- 
bor board at Chicago. The work- 
ers take t* position the figures 
and data submitted by the railroads 
do not show sufficient cause for the 
reductions and cannot be substan- 
tiated in a hearing. 

Policy Indiéated. 

That the’ railroad workers had 
agreed on a policy to fight the re- 
ductions was indicated, by ‘their 
move in ‘advancing the date one 
week for the second conference 
with the New York Central 
officials. This conference was orig- 
inally set for March 22. 

“We are about prepared to give 
our reply,” said Anthony § Stair, 
spokesman for the United Brother- 
hoods of Maintenancé of Way Eme 
ployees and Railroad Shon Labor- 
ers. “We haye given the matter 
careful consideration and will offi- 
cfally notify the railroad officials 
at the conference called between 
now and before March 22.” 

The latest reductions proposed 
by the raflfoads was made today by 
the Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey which would cut wages of all 
unskilled labor from 10 to 17 cents 
per hour effective April 1. Union 
representatives will make their fi- 
nal reply to this proposal on March 
24.

Mount Joy Prison When 
‘Rebels Die on Scaffold.

Dublin, March 14.—Six witiiinees 
convicted of complicity in the kill- 
ing of British intelligence officers 
and members of the crown forces 
in Ireland were executed in Mownt 
Joy prison here this morning. The 
men were hanged in pairs at inter- 
vals of an hour. 

‘Ewenty thousand people gathered | 
outside the prison during the hours 
that the executions were going on, 
and all work in the city stopped 
until 11 o’clock. Even the postof- 
fice was closed and telegraph serv- 
ice was suspended. 

The scene in front of the prison 
was impressive. The crowd began 
assembling at dawn and, by 6 
o’clock, the prison yard was packed. 
An hour later the crowd had filled 
the roadway leading to the prison 
and all the abutting streets. An 
altar had been improvised near the 
prison doors and on the -walls and 
tree the prison yard sacred im- 
ages and pictures had been plaeed. 

Candles Burn.

Washinecton, March 14.—Congress 
will Dass an anti-dumping pill, to 
Protect American markets against 
the wholesale importation of Euro- 
pean goods at ruinously low prices, 
as s00n as it convenes in special 
session April 11. 

Members of the senate finance 
committee and the house ways and 
means committee decided this Mon- 
day, after a protracted session, at- 
tended by Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry Mellon and a corps of his as- 
sistants. ® 

At the same time, it was agreed, 
the basis of collecting duties oh im- 
ported goods should at once be 
made the value of the goods in the 


'American market, and not the value 


in the country of origin. This 
would be accomplished by an 
amendment to the existing Under- 
wood tariff ,and it is believed, would 
greatly increase ravenues and at 


the same time afford protection. 

The disputed question of whether 
enactment of a permanent tariff 
law, or new revenue laws should 
first engage attention, was not fi- 
nally determined, although opinion 
was overwhelmingly in favor of 
givine the tariff precedence. Sena- 
tor Penrose, chairman of the fi- 
nance committee of the upper 
chamber, and Chairman Fordney of 
the house ways and means commit- 
tee, will lay the matter before 
President Harding Tuesday, at 
which time it is expected a definite 
program can be agreed upon.

Letters from King Cofstantine, 
of Greece, and Queen Mother Olga, 
it became known today, contain- 
ing formal announcement of the 
ascension to the throne of the king, 
have been transmitted to the state 
department by the Greek legation.

N BRITAIN'S NAVY 


Estimates Submitted to 
Parliament Mark Sharp 
Reduction From Former 
Construction Ratio. 


London, March 14.—-The British 
naval estimates for 1921-22 amount 
to 91,186,869 pounds gross and 82,- 
479,000 pounds net, it was announced 
by Lord Lee, of Fareham, first lord 
of the admiralty, todg In a state- 
ment explaining the @ftimates, Lord 
Lee said they were pes n the 
government's policy gf intaining 
a “one-power standard,” 

“It is the duty of;the admiralty 
to carry out that policy - econom- 
ically as possible,” Lord e’s state- 
ment continued, “giving fyll weight 
to the special geographical, inter- 
national and other considérations 
which have arisen since the war. 
They gre doing—in no mechanical 
spirit, nor with dnsistence upon nu- 
merica] expenditure to the lowest 
limits compatible with national se- 
curity. The admiralty have effected 
drastic economies and have agreed 
te assume risks which, in ordinary 
circumstances, they would regard as 
difficult to reconcile with full main- 
tenance of the government's de- 
clared policy.” 

Fewer Capital Ships. 


Lord Lee pointed out that the 


economies included a reduction in 
the number of capital ships in full 
commission from .20 to 16, as com- 
pared with 38 in 1914. “This is the 
smallest number. that will enable the 
essential seagoing technical traint. 
ing of officers and men to be car- 
ried out properly,” the statement as- 
serted. - 

Other changes\ennounced by Lord 
Lee are the plac in reserve of 
one of the four destroyer flotillas 
of the Atlantic fleet, reduction of 
the North American and South Afri- 
can squadrons by one light cruiser 
each, complete temporary with- 
drawal of the South American 
squadron and the reduction of the 
personnel of the fleet durin 1921 
to 121,700 men, as compare with 
127, 500 men in 1920. 

For Reduced Navy. 

These changes, dictated almost 
entirely by the need of economy, 
necorditie to Lord Lee, “make it in- 
cumbent on the admiralty to main- 
tain a reduced navy in a state of 
the highest possible efficiency.” 
In pursuance of this policy, eight » 
armed with 12-inch 
guns, now eserve, will be trans- 
ferred to the disposal list. The 
number of capital ships on the ef- 
fective list will thus be reduced to 
thirty, including the Australia, 
which belongs to the Australian 
commonwealth, and those which be- 
long to the Dominion of Canada, of 
which fourteen will be in reserve. 
Of these thirty ships, the older 
types are becoming obsolescent and 
cangot be recfoned as efficient 
fighting ships for more than a few 
years, the statement said, and the 
sum of £2,500,000 therefore has 
been included in the estimates for 
replacement ships.

Chicago, March 14.—Both the 
packers and representatives of their 
employes today agreed to meet on 
March 21 in Washington with Sec- 
retary of Labor Davis, who has of- 
fered his services as mediator in 
the hope of averting a threatened 
Strike in the packing industry. 
The packers announced that they 
would be represented by James L. 
Condon and Carl Meyer, their attor- 
neys, who are already. in Washing- 
ton. The union leaders said that 
their representatives had not been 
selected and suggested that Secre- 
tary Davis.request the personal 
presence of J. Ogden Armour and 
other big packers at the meeting. 
Bepresentatives of the men ob- 
jected to the appearance of the two 
attorneys forethe employers, declar- 
ing that the absenee of the prin- 
cipals would tend to delay the pro- 
ceedings. "The packers declared that 
Mr. Condon and Mr. Meyer would 
have full authority to represent 
them. The packers reiterated their 
statement that they “took it for 
granted that neither the justice of 
recent wage reductions nor the re- 
adjustment of working hours would 
enter into the proposed discussions.” 
All of the big packing plants 
were operating with full forces to- 
day, the first day under the re- 
cently announced cut of from 12 1-2 
to 15 per cent in wages and read- 
justment of working hours.

No! Interference Probable 
By Harding Administration 
In Railroad Wage Dispute 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 

Washington, March 14.—(Special.) 
While President Harding and his 
advisors are keenly alive to the 
significance of the move initiated 
by the trunk lines of the nation 
to readjust wage scales commensu- 
rate with present reconstruction 
conditions, it is not probable that 
the administration will interfere 
in a problem that it believes should 
be worked out alone between the 
employers and employees, consistent 
with the economic demands of the 
country. 

At any rate the president has 
made it clear in statements given 
cut on the situation that not onlr 


the division of conciliation in the 
department of labor offers a chan- 
nel through which disputes may be 
heard and adjusted, but that the 
Esch-Cummins act created a labor 
board, which is now beginning to 
functio the president believing 
that public opinion will back the 
board to the limit. 

At this moment there fs no ap- 
prehension in government circles 
that there will be any general 


strike on the roads; and on the 
contrary there is no mistaking the 
attitude of administration heads 
that wage reduction among rail- 
road employees, in keeping with 
similar reductions in all other lines 
of industry, is not only inevitable, 
but absolutely imperative in the res- 
toration of normal business con- 
ditions, a consistent reduction in 
living costs, and in the material 
interests of the employeés them- 
selves, for the latter, it !s said, 
must necessarily yield their posi- 
tions as operations are curtailed. 


Shipping on a Strike. 
In this connection the bureau of 
railway economics has compiled 


data illustrating the general fall- 
ing off in passenger and freight 
‘traffic following the general in- 
creases granted by the interstate 
commerce commission in September, 
1920, to which must be added, of 
course, the government tax of 3 
per cent on freight and 8 per cent 
on passenger, sleeping berth and 
chair-car rates. 

These figures show that the ex- 
isting rates have become so bur- 
densome to the people that a seri- 
ous contraction in business has re- 
sulted, so much so that not alone 
are the carriers operating at a 
greater loss than in 1920, when the 
government was compelled to make 
up a deficit of more than $650,000,- 
000 to cover operating expenses, 
but merchants, manufacturers and 
jobbers in all distributing centers 
are seriously feeling the contrac- 
tion, and are crying for relief. As 
the commercial. interests suffer 
it is held the banks must suffer, 
and. indeed, all the channels of 
trade must thus become stagnant. 

Therefore, the Harding adminis- 
tration is not only concerned in 
the government guarantees of 6 
per cent on earnings, provided un- 
der the transportation act, which 
is one of the acute phases of the 
present situation, but concerned al- 
so in the general effect on _busi- 
ness in every branch that a widely- 
spread shippers’ and travelers 
strike today is having. 

It is this deliberate determina- 
tion on the part of the people not 
to ship or travel, when it can be 
avoided, it is claimed, that is forc- 
ing the railroad executives to seek 
,to readjust the operating expenses 
in order that freight and passenger 
rates may be correspondingly low- 
ered, and the lifting of the high 
rate embargoes thus release bil- 
lions of tons of eye! freight, espe- 
cially that is today tied up in every 
industrial center because of pro- 
hibitive transportation charges. 

The bureau of railway economics 
has also compiled the figures that 
show the average yearly wage of 
railway employes, with the percent- 
age of increases from 1915 to 1920, 
inclusive. As officially given out, 
they follow:

Increases in Charge. 

As to the increase in transporta- 
tion charges in the meantime, the 
increased revenue thus being paid 
out in’ increased wages, as claimed 
by the railroads, an illustration has 
been made in the carriage charges 
on a bushel of wheat from Kansas 
City to New York in 1917 and 1920. 
In 1917 it cost the shipper 27 cents 
to send his bushel, and it cost him 
46 cents in 1920, of which the rail- 
road executives claim 27 cents, OB 
as much as the entire freight in 
1917, went to the wages of carrier 
employes. When it is estimated that 
the bread consumed, whether a pres- 
ent day laborer at 20 cents an hour 
or a railroad president, actually 
pays this increase in freight rates, 
it ean be understood how far the 
equation will go. 

As the administration sees it to- 
day, the present situation, looking 
at the issue from every stand- 
point, must be met either by a 
further advance in freight and pas- 
senger rates, or else by a reduction 
in the operating expenses of the 
carriers, 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sion does not hesitate to say there 
is no other final alternative. The 
commission unhesitatingly says 
that the increased rates, inaugu- 
rated last September, have dimin- 
ished instead of increasing car- 
rier revenues, because long-haul 
traffic has been tied up by reason 
of the high rates, and it is the 
latter that produces the net earn- 
ings for railroads. 

Therefore, while the commission 
is of the opinion that the releasing 
of this traffic can be accomplished 
only by reduced rates, it is also 
equally apparent that if this busi- 
ness now withheld.is not released. 
andtheroads are forced to continue 
to operate on slack business, then 
the wost of that operation must 
be reduced, which makes wage-cut- 
ting necessary, else the present 
high freight and passenger rates 
must be still further increased so 
that a minimum of business shall 
be taxed for a maximum of reve- 
nue, instead of the reverse, which 
is considered by government ex- 
perts as the only sound economic 
principle. 

The present tie-up in shipping is 
reflected in every line of industry, 
it is said, with its concurrent de- 
pressions in general trade. 

In the meantime, Senator Cum- 
mins announces that he will move 
for an immediate and thorough 
congressional investigation of the 
whole railroad operating and wage 
problem as soon as the new session 
conyenes in April. 

In discussing this matter, leading 
senators of both parties are ap- 
parently convinced that wage re- 
ductions in conjunction with oth- 
er economies, will allow the car- 
riesto earn a surplus above the 6 
per cent “guarantee, which would 
in turn produce a contraction in 
freight and passenger rates, stimu- 
late business activities and produce 
a helpful tendency toward a just 
and fair understanding at all 
times between the employers and 
employees.

$480,000,000, leaving a deficit of 
$600,000,000. If the roads now are 
able tosave $600,000,000 on the wage 
account, and can add another 
$190,000,000 saving in other econo- 
mies, there wil] be an aparent sur- 
plus of $240,000,000 above the 
amount which they are entitled to 
earn, according to the provisions 
of the Esch-Cummins act, and this 
surplus can be diverted to the 
shippers and travelers by a corre- 
in transporta- 
tion charges. This would put the 
roads back in the same relative 
position they were before the war. 

The wage increases to railroad 
employees were begun during the 
war, when economies necessarily 
gave way to service and expedition. 
There was no eneral criticism at 
the time, as living costs were rela- 
tively increasing, and the duties 
and responsibilities of railway em- 
ployees were taxed under the stress 
of the times. ‘ 

Now, however, say officials here, 
and particularly members of con- 
gress who are giving serious 


thought to the question, the costs 
of living have so fallen that wages 
everywhere, in nearly every other 
line of industry, have already been 
adjusted to the new  confitions. 
The laborer of a year ago who re- 
ceived $5 a day, is now getting 
$2.50, and that buys almost as 
much as the higher wage did a 
year ago; but the inconsistency of 
the whole labor situation looms up, 
they claim, when he attempts to 
ride a railroadtrainand must pay 
even greater than war-time prices, 
because the roads have not read- 
justed their, wage scales with 
other industries, and the burdens 
of operation are thus transferred to 
the shoulders of the travelers and 
shippers. 

In a series of articles by ex-Presi- 
dent Taft, just published in the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger,’ this 
great authority, who was a mem- 
ber of the War Labor board, and in 
close touch with the transportation 
problem, declares that the present 
attitude of the railway executives in 
favor of local adjustment boards for 
each railway is much more in bear- 
ing with the spirit of collective bar- 
gaining than that of the national 
labor heads, which demand that em- 
Ployers shall deal, not with repre- 


‘sentatives from their own employes, 


but from the representatives of a 
centralized authority; outside men, 
or “‘walking delegates,” as they have 
been termed. 
Taft on Legal Phase. 

Says Mr. Taft: 

“The present administration, by 
forcing the Adamson law through, 
and by its subsequent administra- 
tion of the railways, enthroned the 
national leaders of railway labor 
organizations in power. The fram- 
ing, execution and construction of 
labor provisions and regulations in 
the railroad administration were 
largely intrusted to labor leaders, 
and there was no active interest 
really adverse to that of the labor 
organizations in the government op- 
eration. During the war such a 
condition had to be endured, but 
now the situation is different. The 
railroad executives, restored to pos- 
session of the properties and re- 
sponsible for their efficient and eco- 
nomic management, are seeking a 
readjustment and a basis for oper- 
ating the properties in which much- 
needed discipline and a fairly pro- 
portionate rate of wages may be 
restored and maintained. They pro- 
pose that each company shall be 
permitted to deal collectively with 
the men in its employ and shall not 
be required to deal in the first in- 
stance with the national heads of 
the labor organizations. This is 
real collective bargaining. The prin- 
ciple is that the employer and the 
body of his employes shall come as 
near together as possible in their 
conferences, so that, looking into 
each others’ eyes and hearing each 
others’ voices, so to speak, they may 
have a clear understanding, each 
of the other's position and condi- 
tion. The primary unit of action 
is the shop or railroad system in 
which the dispute arises. This has 
never been denied until now by 
either side.” 

Mr. Taft, in hfs article, does not 
seek to offer remedies for existing 
conditions, nor does he express sym- 


pathy with employers or employes 
in their respective contentions, but 
merely points out the legal phases 
of the dispute between the railway 
executives and the national labor 
union heads, and also the legal 
rights of the executives in dealing 
with the existing working condi- 
tion. 

Of the latter he says: ~\ 

“The present contention of a 
railway executives that they may 
change existing conditions throug 
conference and agreement with their 
respective employes without first con-, 
ferring with the national tabor head> 
is sound in principle and fully justi- 
fied by law. It is to be hoped that 
the railroad labor board will not 
hesitate to say so, clearly and em- 
Phatically. It is not in the interest 
of peace in railway operation and 
interstate commerce to continue in 
the hands of national labor heads 
& power that has threatened the 
welfare and comfort and health of 
the public in the past. If employes 
of any rallway insist that such na- 
tional labor heads shall represent 
them, it is their right; but the au- 
thority must come from them and 
not be fastened on the railways from 
the top. Experience shows that 
with ful] liberty to deal with their 
respective ‘employes by themselves, 
many railway executives can fully 
and satisfactorily adjust working 
conditions and wages, too. In such 
matters, local self-government Is the 
essence of collective bargaining and 
not a straw should be put in the 
way of it.” 

The Uniens’ Side. 

Heads tn Washington of the rail- 
way employes’ organizations claim 
that the railway executives are not 
straightforward and sincere in their 
labor policy and particularly attack 
the claim made by them that a re- 
duction in rates, in order to unleash 
business, is the most important fac- 
tor in their present course. They 
claim it is not, 

It is no secret, however, that the 
administration is sympathetic with 
the return of the prewar conditions 
which a general readjustment of 
railroad operating expenses, and 
railroad freight and passenger 
rates as well only can accomplish. 

At the same time it will take 
no part outside of the regularly pro- 
vided channels, not anticipating any 
serious interruption to commerce 
because of the dispute,

STATES RATE CASE 
ARGUMENT HEARD 


Council for Railroads Is 
Followed Before Su- 
preme Court by Argu- 
met on States’ Rights. 


Washington, March 14.—Resum- 
ing today before the supreme court 
his argument in behalf of the car- 
riers in the Wisconsin rate case, 
Bruce Scott, general solicitor of 
the Chicago Burlington and Quincy 
railroad, asserted that broad pow- 
ers were given the interstate com- 
merce commission for congress de- 
liberately to obviate the neccessi- 
ty for government ownership. 

“When congress terminated fed- 
eral control,” said Mr. Scott, “it 
found that the condition of the 
railroads required new legislation. 
The public did not wish govern- 
ment ownership and the alterna- 
tives was to give new powers to a 
single agency for the rehabilita- 
tion of the railroads in the public 
interest. Among these powers was 
that given interstate commerce 
commisison for the first time to 
prescribe state rates to remove dis- 
crimination.” 

The Wisconsin rate case embodies 
an appeal of the railroad commis- 
sion of that state from an injunc- 
tion restraining it from interferring 
with the Burlington’s attempt to 
follow an order of the interstate 
commerce commission autthorizing 
increased rates. Forty two states 
have joined with Wigconsin. 

States Obey Order. 

Mr. Scott, in his announcemént 
today, declared, however, that thirty 
one states had obeyed the order 
immediately while other states 
granted the freight increase alone, 
being restricted by specific statutes 
toactionon that class of transpor- 
tation. 

John E. Benton, general solicitor 
for the National Association of 
Railway Utilities commissioners, 
who was elected to represent the 
agencies of the states co-operating 
with Wisconsin, followed Mr. Scott. 
He devoted much of his argument 
to a review of historical precedent 
which tended to uphold the conten- 
tion that the internal commerce of 
a state was expressly reserved to 
that state’s supervision by the con- 
stitution. Full recognition of this 
congress, he said, was shown many 
times in the progress of the trans- 
portation act through the house and 
senate. 

“Violates Constitution.” 

Mr. Benton asked that the act 
“be held in violation of the feder- 
al constitution and that findings 
and order of the interstate com- 
merce commission be held to be 
illegal and void.’’ 

The contention of the state’s rep- 
resentative that congress had spe- 
cifically recognized the exclusive 
authority of the state over its in- 
ternal commerce was supported in 
a special brief filed today. The 
house interstate commerce commit- 
tee, in April, 1919, the brief asserted, 
substituted in a senate measure a 
provision that “no change or in- 
crease shall be made in interstate 
rates, fares or charges without hav- 
ing first secured the approval of 
the proper state regulating tribu- 
nals.” This provision was accepted 
by both the house and senate, the 
brief said, and when President Wil- 
son vetoed that particular measure 
on November 19, 1919, his message 
left no doubt as to his interpreta- 
tion of the intention of congress to 
make a complete restoration of pow- 
er to the states. 

Nowhere in the discussion which 
led to adoption of the transporta- 
tion act in its final form, the brief 
continued, can there be found a sug- 
gestion that congress had receded 
from its expressed intention. 

Alfred P. Thom, counsel for the 
Association of Railway executives, 
who followed Mr. Benton, urgea 
that “either the commerce power, 
conferred on congress by the con- 
stitution, standing alone, the war 
roads, standing alone,” was ade- 
quate to determine the authority of 
the interstate commerce commission 

“The argument is essentially up- 
sound.” Mr. Thom continued, “which 
concedes to the national govern- 
ment the power to declare and to 
remove a discrimination of single 
rate made by a state against a 
competitive interstate rate, but de- 
nies to it the power to declare and 
by a body of state rates against the 
entire structure of interstate com- 
merce. 

“The existence of an adequate 
and competent system of.transpor- 
tation, both rail and water, reach- 
ing and making available the nation 
all rescources for supplying armies 
and navies is essential to the suc- 
cessful exercise of the war power 
and the performance of the war 


NEW PLAN LIKELY 
NN CABLE CONTROL 


Expect Communications 
Conference to Suggest 
New Methods for Dis- 
tribution of Seized Ger- 
man Wires. 


Washington, March 14.—A new mo- 
dus vivendi to govern the approach 
to a settlement of the distribution 
of the seized German cables among 
the five allied and associated pow- 
ers is expected to be approved at 
a plenary session tomorrow of the 
international communications con- 
ference. 

With the adjournment of the con- 
ference last December a modus vi- 
vendi was approved which was de- 
signed to continue in force only 
until March 15 unless a settlement 
of the allocation of the cables 


among the powers was achieved be- 
fore that date. 

Without the approval of a new 
modus vivendi] tomorrow, some of- 
ficials hold that the agreement for 
a joint ownership of the cables by 
the five powers pending their dis- 
tribution will lapse and throw the 
eables back into the hands of Great 
Britain, France and Japan, who had 
held them from the time of their 
seizure at the beginning of the war. 

Little progress is understood to 
have been made toward the dis- 
tribution of the cables since the 
reinitiation of negotiations between 
the American commissioners and the 
ambassadors of the four allied pow- 
ers this year looking to a settle- 
ment of the question. While France 
is understood to have modified its 
original attitude and to have ap- 
proached closer the position of 
Great Britain, Italy and the United 
States, Japan is said to have held 
firmly to its original viewpoint. 
With the offer of Japan to oper- 
ate the Guam-Yap cable under joint 
ownership and control with the 
United States, that power is repre- 
sented as having reached the limit 
of its concessions. For this reason 
it igs held in some quarters that an 
immediate solution of the distribu- 
tion of the cables appears doubtful.

Postmaster General Will Hays Will Eliminate Many of the 
Frictions With Postal Employees That Marked the 
Burleson Administration — What.His Application of the 


“Merit System” Will Mean Among Republicans.

Washington, March 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Say what you may about 
Will Hays, republican chairman, 
Presbyterian elder, police court 
lawyer and nation-wide politician, 
he is going to make a good post- 
master general. 

@ hat fact is already in,the air, 
and everybody, regardless of party, 
seems to feel it. 

In the first place Hays is a won- 
derful organizer. He demonstrat- 
ed that fact in the pre and post 
convention campaigns last year. 

In the second place, he is ex- 
tremely humar. He knows how to 
deal with men and women, get the 
best service from them, advance 
the morale of the great personnel 
under him, maintain and prc mote 
efficiency, and demand and receive 
co-operation without petty §fric- 
tions that cont'rually tear down 
and destroy crgar ization. 

In the third piace, Hays Is a hu- 
man dynamo; and, of course, his 
own energy is necessarily contag- 
ious. He doesn’t know when to 
stcp working, and while he is not 
a taskmaster, in a compulsory 
sense, he gets results by setting 
examples.

One important step the Pdéstmas- 
ter General Hays has taken is the 
recognition of organizations of 

ostal employees in various 

ranches of the service. 

The failure of Burleson to do so 
kept up a continuous fight between 
the employees and the division 
chiefs, or the department heads; and 
the result was—the public suffered. 

Hays will also eliminate the old 
Burleson idea of § subordinating 
service to profit, which proved— 
though Burleson could never see it 
—not only a false economy but an 
expensive policy, for which the 
public paid not alone in money but 
in immeasurable losses to individ- 
ual business, and to commercial! in- 
terests generally. 

This does not mean that the post- 
office department will hereafter 
show an annual deficit instead of 
a profit, but it does mean that it 
will—or certainly should—show a 
greater annual profits of operation 
than ever bv reason of less lost 
motion, less friction, more co-oper- 
ation and a greater and more eén- 
thusiastic determination on the 
part of the postal employees every- 
where to “make good.” 

T have néver seen a business suc- 
ceed where the employees were dis- 


? months—yes, for 


gruntled, and with their energies 
running in cross-currents., 

Such has been the condition \ 
the postoffice department, especiai- 
ly in the railway mail service, for 
years—and the 
signs point to a change now, thank 
the Lord! 

Hays says he is golng to adopt 
the “merit system” in postoffice 
appotntments— 

Which means “merit among re- 


publicans.” 
The fourth-class postoffices, and 
there are tens of thousands of 


them, will, of course, remain under 
the civil service, and the winning 
applicant, where changes are made. 
will be the applicant making the 
best grades in the examination, 
provided there are no charges that 
can be placed against him or he 
to disqualify, taking into acnsente 
standing in the community, mora! 
habits, application to work. and 
So on. 

It 1s powerful easy, however, to 
find something to knock an appli- 
cant out on, if the pecresties lit- 
spector, or the republican political 
boss in the community so desires. 

So, even high-mark examinations 
will not necessarily insure appoint- 
ments to fourth-class  postoffices. 
Generally speaking, however, I 
would say this grade of offices wil! 
be, in a large measure, eliminated 
from political bossism. “ 

As to presidential offices, the 
“merit system” will be confined to 
republicans. While the new post- 


master general doesn’t say as much, ? 


it is what he means. 

And well so! Certainly. as be- 
tween a dozen applicants of the re- 
publican faith for a postoffice that 
applicant best qualified to serve the 
public with satisfaction, all other 
things being considered, should be 
appointed. And no real honest-to- 
goodness democrat is going to 
blame Hays for appointing a good, 
efficient republican to a postoffice, 
if there is one available who is sat- 
isfactory to the public. 

I believe the spoils should go to 
the victors, as a basic principle; 
and 1f it was a democratic adminis- 
tration, I would kick like a Georgi 
mule if democrats were ignored an 
republicans appointed. ‘ 

I think Mr. Wilson made the mis- 
take of “appointing” too many re- 
publicans. He certainly didn't get 
any consideration from the repub- 
licans for having done so.

HEALTH TALKS |

NEURITIS, 

Neuritis is inflammation of a 
nerve or nerves, characterized by 
pain in the course of the nerve or 
the parts to which the nerve is dis- 
tributed, pain of a burning, boring 
character, rather worse at night 
and aggravated by movement or use 
of the affected part; tenderness to 
pressure upon the nerve or nerves 
involved; redness and perhaps puf- 
finess (edema) of the skin of the 
region involved; weakness or Ppar- 
tial paralysis of the muscles sup- 
plied by the affected nerve; and 
after ‘several weeks or months 
atrophy or wasting of the muscles 

Thus the silly popular habit, en- 
couraged by some equally silly dot- 
tors, of dubbing every passing ache 
or pain “a touch of neuritis,” is 
most misleading. The word neu- 
ritis means nerve inflammation, not 
pain. In many cases of neuritis the 
pain ceases after a time, but the 
disability (from partial paralysis of 
the affected muscle group) con- 
tinues many months, recovery be- 
ing gradual, but usually complete. 

t is possible to. mention only a 
few familiar causes of neuritis and 
a few rules for the prevention of 
needlessly protracted suffering and 
disability. 

The factor most commonly cited 
by the ancients or antiques is that 
dear old delusion, “exposure to 
cold.” We old fossils hop onto “ex- 
posure to cold” when we don’t know 
what ails our patient and haven't 
the courage to say so. Particularly 
is a common neuritis of the facial 
nerve, causing a rather abrupt par- 
alysis of one side of the face, blithe- 
ly ascribed to “exposure to cold” if 
the victim happens to have ventur- 
ed out without his rabbits foot in 
his pocket in the weeks preceding 
the attack. The fact is that “ex- 
posure to cold” means we are still 


guessing. Something may turn up, 
but we don’t know precisely where 
we are at, as yet, and we must 
soothe the patient’s natural curios- 
ity until we find out or he loses in- 
terest in the nature of his trouble. 
Some of the actual causes of facial 
paralysis (Bell's palsy) are infec- 
tion and inflammation of the mid- 
dle ear, skull fracture, tumor in the 
brain, localized meningitis or brain 
abscess, syphilitic gumma of the 
brain, injury of the nerve trunk it- 
self at the point where it emerges 
from the skull back of the jaw. 

Inflammation of one or more 
nerves of the trunk or limbs (limbs 
means arms and legs) is caused by 
injury of the nerve involved: by 
extention of inflammation from 
other tissues about the nerve, say 
from a joint or an infected wound: 
by the se poison of alco- 
hol, lead or arsenic in chronic pots- 
oning by these poisons; by the cir- 
culating poison of such infectioug 
diseases as diphtheria, typhoid fe- 
ver, scarlet fever; and in tropical 
climates by the lack of vitamine 
in the diet (the use of polished rice 
as a staple, rather than the unpol- 
ished brown rice is the cause of 
the multiple neuritis known as 
beri-beri). 

From the variable and no-specific 
nature of neuritis it will be evi- 
dent that no remedy can be consid- 
ered useful ‘indiscriminately. The 
most important thing is absolute 
rest of the affected part or of the 
whole body, for the same reason 
and in the game way you rest a 
fracture,

BY NeW PRESIDENT 


Senate Again Postpones 
Final Adjournment, 
Awaiting Further Nomi- 
nations From Chief. 


Washington, March 14.—President 
Harding today filled three more im- 
portant posts in his administration 
and asked the senate to again pro- 
long its special session to act on 
further nominations he expects to 
submit tomorrow. 

As assistant secretary of war the 
president named J. Mayhew Wain- 
wright, of New York, who served 
in the world war as a national guard 
colonel on the staff of the 27th di- 
vision, and as assistant secretary of 
the treasury in charge of foreign 
loans he designated Eliot Wads- 


worth, of Boston, a retired business 


man and Red Cross official. Eugene 
Meyer, Jr., of New York, was nomi- 
nated as a director of the war fi- 
nance corporation, a post he had 
held under the Wilson administra- 
tion. 

All three of the nominations, 
along with a batch of army promo- 
tions were confined by the senate 
without prolonged debate, the lead- 
ers hastening consideration of the 
list in the expectation of a sine die 
adjournment tonight. When a com- 
mittee was sent to the white house 
late in the day, however, to inquire 
the wishes of the executive, they 
were told that other nominations 
would be ready tomorrow morning. 
Whether the names to be sent in at 
tomorrow’s session will include se- 
lections for the shipping board re- 
mained uncertain tonight, but there 
were indications that the president 
hoped to reach some decision soon 
in regard to several of the board 
members. During the day he talked 
over the matter with Frank €. Mun- 
son, of the Munson Steamship line, 
and James A. Farrell, president of 
the United States Steel corporation, 


both of whom have been mentioned 
as possible chairmen of the board, 
but both of whom denied afterward 
that they were under consideration. 

When the senate adjourned today 
it had atted favorably on all but 
two nominations before it. The two 
nominees who failed of confirmation 
were former Rpresentative John J. 
Esch, of Wisconsin, to be a mem- 
ber of the interstate commerce com- 
mission; and Charles C. Madison, of 
Kansas City, Mo., to be United 
States attorney for the western dis- 
trict of Missouri. Both were referred 
to committees after objection to 
their immediate confirmation had 
been made by Senators La Follette, 
republican, Wisconsin, and Spencer, 
republican, Missouri, respectively. 

The list of army officers number- 
ing about 5,000 whose nominations 
were confirmed corresponded to the 
most part with that sent to the 
senate at the last session by Presi- 
dent Wilson.

reading of a report from a commit- 
tee on the junior body’s organization 
rendered by Palmer Blackburn, vice 
chairman. 

The directors of the senior body 
delivered their thanks and appre- 
ciation to Henry Robinson, chair- 
man of the junior chamber of com- 
merce organization committee, and 
to the other members for their ef- 
forts in planning formation of such 
an organization in Atlanta, and as- 
sured complete co-operation and sup- 
port of the senior chamber. 

The junior chamber of commerce. 
according to the plans outlined, is 
to afford a medium of civic activ- 
ity for young men and women be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 30, so as 
to fit them for the sort of leader- 
ship that will be valuable to them 
in later life, as well as to give them 
opportunity for service which they 
cannot secure so satisfactorily in a 
body composed, for the most part, 
of older men. 

Plan Mass Meeting. 

Although no definite, announce- 
ments have yet been made regard- 
ing the first meeting of the new 
organization, it is planned to hold a 
mass meeting of those interested in 
the movement within the next few 
days and to get immediately the 
definite organization into operation. 

Another matter of general interest 
handled at the Monday session of 
the chamber directors was the ap- 
pointment of R. K. Rambo chair- 
man of a committee to investigate 
the question of federal legislation 
on taxation and to return a report 
upon which could be based the pol- 
icy of the chamber of commerce 
on this topic, which is considered 
of ‘nterest to all business men. 

The organization of a national 
sce unit in Atianta was also in- 

orsed unanimously by the direct- 
ors, many of whom called attention 
to the fact that any emergency 
which might arise would find Atlan- 
ta not equipped with any miltary 
unit which might be called upon 
to render protection. Frank M. In- 
man, of the board, suggested that 
the students in the R. O. T. C. unit 
at Georgia Tech might form an or- 
ganization which would be of great 
value to Atlanta if occasion should 
arise for its use.

Sev- 
eral sites have been inspected by 
representatives of the Lawson com- 
pany, which will inaugurate the 
service, but all were found lack- 
ing. Necessary specifications are a 
field of from 60 to 70 acres in size, 
level, not surrounded by woods, and 
within eight miles of the postoffice. 
Chamber officia®® request anyone 
having such a plot available to make 
it known, so that steps may be 
taken to have the service inaugu- 
rated, when the first trip had been 
scheduled.

Chicage, March 14.—An entirely 
new and unexpected twist has been 
ziven tne oft-delayed baseball scan- 
dal case—the revelation that the 
state’s case hbelievied last October 
to have been “air tight” may have 
collapsed.

Furthermore, it is known there is 
some doubt as to the loyalty of 
other prosecuting witnesses upon 
whom the state had centered its 
hope of conviction. 


State Up in Alr. 


It was largely upon the testi- 
mony of Cicotte, Jackson and Wil- 
liams before the Cook county grand 
jury jast October that the eight Jor- 
mer hite Sox players and co-de- 
fendants were indicted. Now that 
this trio intend to stand upon their 
constitutional ‘rights and refuse to 
ttstify at the forthcoming trial on 
the ground that they might incrimi- 
nate themselves, the state is placed 
in the position of being faerced to 
zo out and get new evidence to 
substantiate the charges contained 
in the indictment. 

This, the prosecution explains, is 
why the’state wants the case strick- 
en from Call, which might put the 
trial off until next October. 

Meantime, the defense lawyers are 
clamoring for an “immediate trial.” 

Judge William A. Dever wil) defi- 
nitely settle the trial date on Thurs- 
day. 

“The indicted men can go to trial 
within a week if Clicotte, Jackson 
and Williams will take the stand 
and tell what they told the grand 
jury last October,” former Judge 
George F. Barrett, attorney for the 
American league in the scandal 
case, told the United News. 

“If they won't testify then we’ll 
have to build up new evidence. I 
don’t mind saying we have been 
out now—as far away as the Pa- 
cific coast—digging up witnesses 
who will tell what they Know, not 
what they have heard.” 

Sensational Charges. 

Defense attorneys are openly 
charging that the state’s case has 
collapsed. Henry Berger, attorney 
for Abe Attell and J. J. “Sport” 
Sullivan, made the sensational 
charge at a hearing in Judge De- 
ver’s court Monday that the state’s 
witnesses were placing themselves 
on the market. 

He said that Charles K. Nims, who 
is named in the indictment as the 
victim of the alleged “conspiracy to 
defraud the public,” came to his of- 
fice and “offered to sell out to the 
defense.” 

Spectators at the hearing were 
somewhat amazed at the statement 
of Benedict Short, attorney for Jack- 
son and Cicotte, that “my clients 
haven't confessed anything.” 

Buck Weaver’s attorney showed 
the judge a petition signed by 10,000 
Chicago fans asking the reinstate- 
ment of the former Sox third base- 
man, should he be found not guilty. 
The lawver’s action was in response

The point is that Judge Landis 
has no thought of waking until a 
court has found a player guilty be- 
fore acting. In such cases the bur- 
den of the proof is upon the defend- 
ant. He must prove his innccence 
when charged with crooked work 
in baseball. 

The public never will consent to 
receive any accused player back on 
any team until convinced that he is 
innocent. Every accused man who 
appears in uniform without being 
cleared beyond question is another 
black eye to the sport.

New York, March 14.—Practically 


the same adverse influences which 
contributed in measurable degree to 
the depression of stock market 
prices last .week were operative 
again today, a number of new low 
records being registered.

While she impressed her Atlanta 
audiences two years ago, her first 
year with e Metropolitan, with 
the power and brilliance of her 
voice, and convinced them of her 
potentialities, mag | was a fatigue 
evident the second Year, which prob- 
ably overshadowed and artistic ad- 
vance she might have made. 

But her development since that 
time, as revealed last night, seems 
nothing less than a marvel.

his first reluctance, “Why, what 
style, she has!” 

Her essay of the coloratura in a 
Bolera from Verdi's “Sicialian Ves- 
pers’’ was well done for a dramatic 
soprano with a splendid ‘hold on 
the scépter also of the lyric sing- 
er, as exemplified in her songs and 
the aria, “One Fine Day,” from 
“Butterfly,” but the dramatic and 
lyric styles are’distinctly her forté. 

A love song, which she sang with 
wooing beauty of tone and interpre- 
tation, proved to be a composition 
of her accompanist’s, William Ty- 
roler, assistant conductor of the 
Metropolitan. 

Any description of Miss Ponselle’s 
singing would be incomplete with- 
out emphasis of the well-balanced 
quality of her various’ registers. 
So really thrilling are her,high 
tones, and the flexibility of her ex- 
ecution, that people turned to smile 
at each other for very delight in it. 
Yet she has a lovely middle register, 
and her low tones have a richness 
that almost suggests contralto qual- 
ity, while their development is par- 
ticularly remarkable in-a singer 
so young. 

Many encores were required of 
Miss Ponselle, the most noteworthy 
of which was Tosti’s “Goodg Bye.” 
Even though that song mignt be 
one’s pet aversion, her singing of 
it can be compared to nothing less 
famous than Melpa’s handling of, it’s 
beautiful legato. The last encore 
was “The Swanee River,” for which 
Miss Ponselle played her own ac- 
companiment. 

Mr. Tyroler completed the pro- 
gram with piano groups in which he 
leaned to piano transcriptions of or 
chestra pieces. As pianist and ac- 
companist, he proved most satisfac- 
tory. —LOUISE DOOLY.

New Basis of Negotiation 
for Settlement of Costa 
Rica-Panama Dispute 
Suggested. : 


Washington, March 14.—A new 
basis of negotiation, believed by 
officials of the state department to 
be acceptable to both Panama and 
Costa Rica in settlement of their 
boundary dispute, was outlined in 
a note dispatched to Panama to- 
day. 

Replying to Panama’s vigorous 
protest against Secretary Hughes’ 
announcement that the _ arbitral 
award of Chief Justice White must 
be put into effect in its entirely, 
the latest communication, while 
adhering to the previous declara- 
tionwregarding the Pacific end of 
the boundary, opens the door to 
amicable settlement by agreeing to 
further discuss the Atlantic end. 
_The note is con@idered by diplo- 
mats here to have dealt a death 
blow to any possibility that the 
league of nations might be called 
on to act in the question by eiting 
provisions of a treaty drawn in 
1915 whereby Panama and Costa 
Rica agreed to submit disputes to 
the United States as mediator. This 
treaty, signed by the three wers, 
was negotiated by Willia Jen- 
nings Bryan, the secretary of state, 
as a means of safeguarding Amer- 
ican interests in Panama. 

Today’s note was interpreted as 
meaning that redefinition of the 
northern boundary line would be fa- 
vored by the.United States. 

A formal reply cannot by expect- 
ed from Panama until the latter 


‘part of the week. 


Dispatches at the Panama lega- 
tion today indicated that comptfete 
tranquillity had been restored in 
the disrupted territories. Latest 
advices reported the repatriation 
of several hundred prisoners cap- 
tured by Panaman forces, as well 
as more than forty wounded.

Soviet Leader to Call Hunger

London, March 14.—Leon Trotz- 
ky, the Russian soviet war minis- 
ter, according to advices received 
heré today, has decided to blockade 
Kronsti.dt, despite the fact’ that 
this will entail great suffering to 
the 8,000 women and children in the 
town. 

The reason for Trotzky’s unwil- 
lingness to bombard the town is the 
presence of the warship Pedropav- 
lovsk, which he is anxious to retain 
intact, the advices said,

Viborg, March 14.—“We have 
made up ourvninds either to win or 
to die,” declared one of the lead- 
ers of the Kronstadt rebellion, who 
has arrived here on a missign to 
arrange with the Red Cross for the 
feeding of the revolutionist popu- 
lation. 

“We have plenty of arms and 
war munitions, but the present 
need is for food for the Kronstadt 
population, which is in danger of 
dying from hunger. Unless it is 
fed by some neutral organization 
like the Red Cross. ° 

“Our revolution is essentially 
popular. We are not connected 
with any party. We are simply de- 
termined to liberate Russia and re- 
establish a democratic government. 
We are neither monarchists nor 
revolutionary socialists.”

CECOND NOTE SENT/NEW NAVAL MOVE 


PUZZLES CAPITOL 


Possibilities of Fleet Cori- 
centration, in Relation to 
Foreign Affairs, Causes 
Stir Among Diplomats.

eae ae March 14.—Organi- 
zation or, more particularly, distri- 
bution of America’s fleet, will 
await adjustment by the state de- 
partment of pending international 
problems. At present it is the in- 
tention to unify our naval forces 
and abouyt equally distribute them 
in Atlantic and Pacific waters. 

As part of Secretary of the Navy 
Denby's general policy the bureau 
of naval operations is preparing a 
full report on facilities for han- 
dling the fleet were it found neces- 
sary to mobilize it in its entirety 
either in the Pacific or Atlantic 
waters... At the same time the gen- 
eral staff of the army is studying 
problems of transportation and 


supply, such as might arise in 
event’of such an emergency mobil- 


ization. ‘ 
Both 


studies are merely preé- 


yparedness steps and have, as a mat- 


ter of fact. been in process of dé- 
velopment since the war created su 
many innovations in the matter of 
handling both sea and land forces. 

The subject of naval organization 
received lively airing in all quar- 
ters here today as a result of a 
printed report that it was the in- 
tention of the administration to 
soon issue orders for the concen- 
tration of “practically the entire 
naval fleet in the Pacific.” Diplo- 
mats promptly pricked up their 
ears, because, with the exception of 
a contemplated cruise into Austra- 
lian waters, such a concentration 
would mean either a threat of war 
by Japan, which is not looked for, 
or a gesture by this government 
directed as a pointed warnin to 
Japan, which, at = be stated,, is 

in contemplation. 
OPaade pa be no other Ppossi- 
bility of a permanent or even pro- 
longed concentration of the fleet in 
the Pacific, it is added authorita- 
tively, for physical and political 
reasons. - 

“The only situation that could pos- 
sibly be conceived to cause eastern 
leaders like Senators 'Pefirose and 
Lodge to relegate the navy yards of 
their respective states to positions 
of relatively small importance as 
compared with yards that would 
have to be established on the west 
coast would be an international cri- 
sis of considerable gravity. 

Such a cgisis is not at present in 
the picture. The problem this gov- 
ernment faces in respect to the oo» 
jectionable Japanese mandate over 
the island of Yap has not been final- 
ly disposed of, but there is little 
alarm in official quarters that it 
will not be adjusted satisfactorily. 

Back of the whgie situation, too, 
is the always-to-He-expected fight in 
the navy department for contro] of 
policy. Secretary Daniels early re- 
ceived much counsel on how to let 
the inavy, as represented by its ac- 
tive commands, run itself. He later 
had his clashes with his bureaus 
when he began to ride over some 
of their recommendations.

“Why is it that the commission 
has to find so many éxcuses to pre- 
vent a reopening of the gas rate 
matter?” asks Dr. Huff, who has 
‘Deeneone of the leaders im the fight 
to obtain a rehearing and who is 
an advocate of municipal ofvnership. 

“The people of Atlan will re- 
member the precedents establishe-i 
in the past by the commission when 
the power company asked to have a 
reopening of matters affectiag’ it, 
and how quickly and cheerfully this 
action was taken by the railroad 
commission.” 2 

; Dr. Haff’s Card. 
Dr. Huff's card follows in full: 
Editer Constitution: It was no surprise 


.to me to read the statement issued Satur- 


day by the railroad commission, in which 
a majority of its members declared that 
they would not make a decision as to re- 
opening the ‘‘gas-rate matter’’ until cer- 
tain information was furnished by a bunch 
of New York expert accountants, which 
they themselves have employed. 

In the minds of thousands ef gas users 
in this city—men and ~women who have 
grown impatient under the burdens im- 
posed upon them by the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, sanctioned by the 
railroad commission—this latest move ap- 
pears as another play for the gas com- 
pany. 

It looks as if the commission is deter- 
mined to give every advantage possible to 
the gas company by putting off any chance 
that might bring needed refief for the peo- 
ple of Atlanta, East Pomt, College Park 
and Decatur. ‘To anyone who will rénd 
carefully and analyze the commission's 
latest statement, it will appear more as 
defense of the Georgia Railway and Power 
company than a statement from a body of 
men elected 'by the people to represent the 
people’s interest and to protect them from 
the greed of a big utility corporation. Real- 
ly, if the commission had not signed it, 
the reader might have thought it regular 
Harry Atkinson’s propaganda matter, such 
as being spread from time to time and 
either signed by or originated by the Geor- 
gia Bailway and Power company. 

The public now demands, an explanation 
from the railroad commission as to why it 
was necessary. for them to call the high 
officials of the power company into secret 
dark-chamber conferences several days be- 
fore preparing their statement for publi- 
cation, Was the public taken into the 
secret meeting? No. Absolutely ‘ignored. 
Maybe the gas consumers of this city will 
stand for these kind of practices, and 
maybe they won't. 

Why Employ Accountants? 

Two things strike me as being _peculiar— 
in fact ridiculous—in this latest move of 
the commissiog. One is, why wag it neces- 
sary for the railroad commigsioners to 
employ expert accountants te come down 
here to tell us what it already knows, and 
what everybody else knows, namely, that 
there has been a material reduction in la- 
bor, coal, oils, etc., the main elements en- 
tering into the manufacture of gas? It 
certainly does not take an expert to tell 
these ‘things, observation and a little com- 
mon sense prove these things beyond a 
doubt. The other thing is, why G@idn’t the 
commission employ these experts when the 
gas company asked forithe increase, in or- 
der to be sure it was doing the public no 
injustice in granting the increages, instenrd 
of employing them when the public ask 
for a reduction? It would appear that they 
are much more apprehensive of doing the 
gas company an injustice than they ever 
were in protecting the public from being 
pilfered and robbed by ¢@ffe Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company. 

Why is it that the commission has to 
find so many excuses to prevent a reopen- 
ing of the gas-raté; matter? The people of 
Atlanta well remember ‘the precedents 
established in the past by the commission 
when the power company asked to have a 
reopening of matters affecting it—and how 
quickly and cheerfully this action was 
taken by the railroad commission. 

Only a few years ago; after an extensive 
hearing, the commission, by a vote of three 
to two, refused to allow the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company te issue twenty- 
seven million ($27,000,000) dollars of stock 
in cennection-with its merger. A day or 
so later) however, they reoper@d the mat- 
ter, went into further consideration when 
one of the commissioners changed his mind 
—and his vote—and the issue was allowed. 

Reopening Was Granted. 

Within the past year the commission 
granted an increase to the gas company, 
and .within thirty days—even before the 
new rate become collectable—the company 
asked for a reopening, which was granted, 
and a further increase allowed. Why can’t 
the commission be as fair to the public, 
whom it is elected first to serve? 

While the commission was considering 
its decision in the last raise asked for by 
the gas company, it was pressed by the 
company for a quick decision. ‘“‘We watve 
all argument,’’ said one of their big, high- 
salaried attorneys at the end of the hear- 
ing. “It’s s we want.”’ . 

Well, now it’s SPEED the public wants. 
With a promise from the commission when 
the last raise. was allowed that just as 
soon as there had been a material decrease 
in the elements that go to make ggas it 
would immediately take up the matter of 
a decrease in rate, the public wants that 
ptomise fulfilled, and immediately—for 
there has come, for some weeks now, ma- 
teria] decreases in all the things that enfer 
into the making of gas. 

But this delay of the commission—this 
utting off even a consideration of a re- 
earing, to say nothing of the very ap- 
parent slim chances to get any reductions 
if a reopening of Ahe ~ is granted—is 
spurring the people on to greatér earnest- 
ness and activity for its municipal gas” 
plant and eventually for the wtflities. 

From time to time—from week to week 
we expect to hold our ward meetings and 
our general meetings. No propaganda issued 
by the Georgia Railway and Power company 
or by anyone else can divert ‘us from our 
purpose—can ring any factional feeling 
between us, however much they may try. 

Municipal ownership is coming, and in 
fine time, and the dilatory tactics of the 
Georgia raflroad commission and“its strong 
tendency to lean in the direction of utility 
corporations, as shown By its many recent 
decisions, is hurrying the day when Atlanta 
will be independent of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company fer its gas and its 
street r facilities.
